These preliminaries 
lead the way for a stirring 
and forceful keynote 
address by Dr. Oscar 
Tucker, a retired educator 
and former acting super- 
intendent of the 
Tuscaloosa City Board of 
Education. Tucker began 
by highlighting some of 
the obvious positive 
effects of Brown, such as 
the number of Hack lead- 
ers in education, right up 
to the head of the Education 
Department in Washington, 
DC 

But then Tucker delivered 
the bad news — the perplex- 
ing fact that black test scores 
lag far behind whites', even as 
the obvious obstacles to 
achievement have been large- 
ly toppled— one-by-one. 

'There are more African- 
Americans in prison and on 
probation than in college," 
Tucker noted mournfully. He
